Royal Jealousy and Repartee—The fascinating Marie Antoinette, 
at her ill-fated accession to the crown of France, was much attached to 
private theatricals. On one occasion, she endeavoured to prevail upon 
her sister-in-law, the Countess of Provence, (a daughter of the King of 
Sardinia, married to the Count de Provence, afterwards Louis XVIII.) 
to take a part in these performances ; but the countess haughtily refused, 
on the ground that it would be beneath her dignity to act Plays. ‘ But,’ 
said Marie Antoinette, ‘If I, who am Queen of France, act Plays, surely 
you cannot have any scruples.’ ‘To which the countess replied, ‘ Though 
I am not a queen, madame, I am of the stuff of which queens are made.’ 
Piqued at this comparison, the queen answered sharply, in a manner 
which made her sister-in-law feel, that she considered the house of Savoy 
inferior to the house of Austria, which, she added, was quite as illustri- 
ous as the family of Bourbon, The Count D’ Artois, (afterwards Charles 
X), who was present, but had hitherto been a silent listener, now smiled, 
and, addressing himself to the queen, said, ‘ I did not before, venture to 
intrude on the conversation, madame, because I thought you were angry ; 
but now I perceive that you are only jesting. This sarcasm put an end 
to the discussion.—Fleury’s French Stage. 

Germany, though a musical land, is far from being, as is very com- 
monly supposed, the paradise of musicians. Mozart struggled all his 
life with difficulties, and was obliged to toil incessantly, not for fame, but 
for his daily bread. His widow was saved from destitution by her second 
marriage with a respectable man, who became too a father to her dead 
husband’s children. His sister, the celebrated girl who shared the 
triumphs of his childhood, and whose name is for ever associated with 
his memory, died a few years ago in old age, and such extreme penury, 
that she was actually supported by charity. Beethoven lived unpatronised 
by the great, and neglected by the public, barely able to subsist by a life 
of labour and parsimony, unknown and unheeded among his countrymen, 
even while his great name was resounding through Europe, and all be- 
cause his transcendant genius was unaccompanied by the suppleness of 
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the courtier, and the arts of the man of the world. Let our musicians 
think a little on these things before they join the common cry against their 
own country, and repine that *¢ their lot was not castin the pleasant places” 
of Germany. 

Handel and The Messiah.—It is not generally known that this sub- 
lime Oratorio was composed in one-and-twenty days! M. Stockhausen 
who accompanied Neukomn, a few years since, to examine the MSS, dis- 
covered a memorandum in the score, written in German by Handel, stat- 
ing that he commenced it on the 22ad of August, 1741, and finished the 
first part on the 28th ; the second part was completed on the Sth of Sept. 
and the whole on the 12th of the same month! It was performed for 
the first time on the 14th, two days after Handel had finished it.
